Sir, 

In transmitting the Annual Returns of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, for 
the year 1860, to be laid before Parliament, it is not my intention to enter into any 
elaborate analysis of the facts recorded. 

In my last Report I entered somewhat minutely into a comparison of the Returns 
for the three complete years—1857 to 1859, not only one year with the other, but with the 
Returns of the neighbouring Colony of Victoria, and of the Mother Country. 

J intend to defer any such minute comparative inquiry into the facts presented in 
these Tables until we have the Returns of another year to add to them. By that time we shall 
have the results of the late Census fully brought out, and a complete quinquennial period to 
frame our calculations upon. 

On the present occasion I shall merely content myself with noticing one or two of 
the most striking features presented in the Tables before us.

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By reference to this Table, it will be observed that the births of 7,214 boys and 
7,019 girls have been recorded in the National Registers; that 2,945 marriages were 
celebrated—that is, 5,890 persons married; and that the names of 3,914 males and 2,648 


females are noted as having passed from amongst us to their long home. 


We have thus an addition of 26,685 new names to the vital statistics of the country, 
and a large amount of very valuable information laid up for the use of our own and future 


generations.

BIRTHS. 

3. Estimating the population of the Colony at the middle of the year, in round 
numbers, at 340,000, the increase by the excess of the births (14,285) over deaths (6,562) 
was at the rate of 2°256 (say two and a quarter) per cent.; whilst the average increase of 
the three previous years (1857 to 1859) was 2°540 (say two and a half) per cent. 

The evil effects of the Influenza Epidemic, which prevailed during the winter of 
1860, upon the natural increase of the population, is thus very clearly shewn—the average 
annual rate of increase having been reduced by 0°284, or more than one quarter per cent. 

The actual number of births registered in 1860 was less by 182 than the number

The average rate of the three previous years was 41'77 to every 1,000 of the estimated 


population.

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The number of illegitimate children registered was 464 ; the instances of triplets 3, 
and of twins 136. (See Table C below.) 


MARRIAGES. 


5. The number of marriages celebrated during the year was 2,945; of this number 
879, or 29°84 per cent., were solemnized according to the rites of the Church of England ; 
714, or 24:24 per cent., by the Roman Catholic Church; 877, or 29°77 per cent., by the 
Presbyterians; 192, or 6°52 per cent., by the Wesleyans; 41, or 1:39 per cent., by the 
Independents ; 36, or 1:22 per cent., by the Primitive Methodists; 25, or 0-S4 per cent., 
by other persuasions ; and 181, or 6:14 per cent., by the District Registrars. 


6. The most remarkable feature in the Marriage Returns is the decrease upon the 
number celebrated in the two preceding years. In 1859 the marriages numbered 38,295, 
and in 1858, 2,992; the decrease, therefore, is 350 upon the marriages of 1859, and 47 
upon those of 1858. (Vide Table D, below.)

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This falling off in the number of persons seeking a settlement in life is the surest 
index of the depressed state and prospects of the great mass of the people. In Sydney 
there were 41 fewer marriages, in the Suburban Districts 29, and in the Country 


Districts 280, than took place in the previous year. 


These results would seem to shew that the depressive influences under which our 
industrial population has suffered during the last year or two, have not been confined to the 
City of Sydney alone, but have exercised their baneful effects upon the country population. 


7. The necessity for the amendment of the Marriage Law has been urged in each 
of my annual Reports. The facts connected with the case of the Rev. W. Chaucer, at 
Newcastle, have brought its defects so prominently before the public eye, that I need not 
repeat my arguments on this occasion. 


DEATHS. 


8. The number of deaths registered during the year 1860 was 6,562, viz., 3,914 
males and 2,648 females. This is an increase of 920, or 16°30 per cent., upon the deaths 
(5,642) of the preceding year. 


The average annual mortality of the three years—1857 to 1859—was 1-679 per 
cent., or 1 in 59 of the population; whilst the mortality of 1860 was 1-930 per cent., or 
1 in 52. 


9. The Returns for the City of Sydney afford remarkable evidence of the fatal effects 
of the Influenza Epidemic which (accompanied by Measles) prevailed during the Winter of 
1860. 


The deaths in the City, in the first and fourth, or Summer quarters of the year, 
numbered 731 ; whilst the deaths in the second and third, or Winter quarters, amounted to 
1,095,—that is, 364 deaths in excess of the first and last quarters, or, as near as possible, 
50 per cent. (See Table KH. at foot.) 


10. In the Suburban Districts the deaths in the Summer quarters were 406, whilst 
those in the Winter quarters were 492,—that is, an excess of 86, or 21-18 per cent., 


exhibiting the effects of the Epidemic with a considerably modified intensity.

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11. In the Country Districts again, the difference in the rate of mortality of the 
Summer and Winter quarters is comparatively trifling, shewing how small the influence of 
Kpidemics is in rural compared with urban populations. * 


The deaths in the first and fourth quarters were 1,873, and in the second and third 
quarters 1,965—an excess of 92 only, or 4:91 per cent. 


12. Below will be found two sets of Tables Gmarked F. and G., 1 and 2) designed to 
shew more clearly the localities and periods within which the most fatal results were 
recorded in the City and Suburban Districts, distinguishing the deaths from Measles from 
those resulting from Influenza, and also the ages of those who died. 


From these Tables it will be seen that the Influenza Hpidemic raged with the 
greatest virulence in the month of June, both in the City and Suburbs, whilst the deaths 
from Measles commenced in Sydney in June, increased during July, and continued during 
August, but with diminished intensity.

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In the Suburbs no deaths from Measles are recorded during the month of June ; 
they commenced in the month of July, and increased nearly double during the month of 


August. 


In the City, out of a total of 57 deaths from Influenza, only 18, or 22°81 per cent., 
were of children under 5 years of age; whilst in the Suburbs, out of 48 deaths from 
Influenza, 14, or 29-16 per cent., were of children under 5 years of age.

18. With regard to the mortality caused by the Measles, it appears that, out of 192 
deaths in the City, 156, or 81:25 per cent., were of children under 5 years ; and, in the 
Suburban Districts, out of 66 deaths, 55, or 83-33 per cent., were of children under 5 years ; 
the remainder, in both cases, being almost entirely made up of children between the ages of 
oO and 10 years.

14. If we look to the total deaths in the Colony (6,562) we shall find that 2,866, or 
43-67 per cent., are placed to the account of children under 5 years, varying, in a very 
trifling degree, from the average proportion of the three previous years, viz., 1857 to 1859, 
43°29 per cent. ; 1860, 43°67 per cent.

15. It is unnecessary for me to enter into any further analysis of the returns now 
submitted; and the subsidiary tables furnished with this Report afford complete data for 
those interested in vital statistics to make for themselves comparisons with former years, or 
with the returns of other countries, and to work out such results and inferences as may meet 
their several views and requirements. 


16. I would again avail myself of the opportunity which the presentation of this 
Report affords me to recall attention to the still unsettled state of the question between the 
Government and Mr. James, the Deputy Registrar of the Diocese, touching his claims to 
compensation, for the transfer to this department of the registers at present deposited under 
his custody in the Diocesan Registry Office. 


The importance attaching to these records, and the inconvenience to which the 
public are subjected in their search for evidence (often of the utmost importance in proof of 
questions pending in the Law Courts, as to descent or inheritance) render it expedient that 
the question should be set at rest.
